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Nobel Peace Prizes 
Presented In 
Oslo 


At a ceremony in Oslo on 
December 10, the Parliament- 
appointed Norwegian Nobel Commit¬ 
tee presented the Nobel Peace Prize 
for 1962, including a check (for 
$49,465, to Prof. Linus C. Pauling, 
while the Peace Prize for 1963, 
worth over $51,000, was presented 
to the International Red Cross Com¬ 
mittee and the League of Red Cross 
Societies. The ceremony was 
attended by King Olav, Crown 
Prince Harald, Norwegian Cabinet 
and Parliament members, and the 
diplomatic corps in Oslo. 

Linus Pauling Acclaimed 

Norwegian Nobel Committee chair¬ 
man Gunnar Jahn, in his presenta¬ 
tion addess, stated that the 1962 
Peace Prize was awarded to Prof. 
Pauling in recognition of his “cour¬ 
ageous crusade” for the past 18 
years to stop nuclear testing. He 
acclaimed the 62-year-old American 
scientist for having campaigned 
since 1946 “not only aganist the 
testing of nuclear weapons, not 
only aganist the spread of these 
weapons, not only against their 
very use, but against all warfare 
as a means of solving international 
conflicts.” Mr. Jahn went on to 
observe: 

“Nobody would assert that the 
limited test ban agreement per se 
is the work of Linus Pauling. But, 
can anyone believe that this treaty 
would have been a reality now if 
responsible scientists had not inces¬ 
santly, tirelessly, year after year, 
impressed upon the authorities and 
the general public the truth about 
jiuclear test explosions?” 

Referring to insinuations that 
rof. Pauling is a Communist, Mr. 
Jahn said: “Anyone familiar with 
Linus Pauling and his views, any¬ 
one who has heard him speak or 
has read his works, should know 
that he is by no means a Com¬ 
munist.” 

World Without War in Sight 

In his acceptance speech, Prof. 
Pauling said the Nobel Peace Prize 
award was not to be considered as 
“recognition of my work alone, but 
also of the work of a great many 
others who strive to bring hope for 
permanent peace to a world that 
now contains nuclear weapons.” 
Painting to many parallels between 
his own life and that of Alfred 
Nobel, the Swedish inventor-human¬ 
itarian whose will set up the annual 
Nobel Prizes, Prof. Pauling said: 
“Nobel had a deep antipathy for 
war, and I have striven to elimin¬ 
ate war from the world. 

“We are beginning to move 
toward the world of peace and 
disarmament which Alfred Nobel 
was striving for, where the only 
war that exists is the one against 
disease and human suffering. 

“During the last two decades, the 
war machine Nobel was looking for 
to make war impossible has been 
found in the form of weapons of 
terrible destruction. We have now 
reached the stage where two great 
nations have the capacity for anni¬ 
hilating each other in a matter of 
seconds. We have also seen the 
instruments of peace conferences 
develop. Thus, the world without 
war is in sight.”

In this hour, our thoughts go in 
deep sympathy to Mrs. John Ken¬ 
nedy and her young children, and 
to the entire American people, 
whose ideals of freedom, justice and 
benevolence to aR other nations the 
late President sustained with un¬ 
equalled brilliance and strength. 
Our thoughts go equally to all the 
millions of people throughout the 
world who placed their hopes for 
lasting peace and progress in the 
work of the great leader of a great 
nation. 

Seldom, if ever, has the death 
of a statesman aroused so universal 
a feeling of tragedy and loss to 
humanity. For millions of people, 
simple men and women as well as 
men of great power and intellect, 
President Kennedy was a symbol of 
encouragement and faith, the mom-

ing star of a new and hopeful day! 
rising .over mankind in anguish and 
tragic disunity. He brought into 
‘he history of our time his youth¬ 
ful temper and energy, honesty and 
enthusiasm, a devotion to high.

During the short period of his 
leadership we saw the beginning 
of what might become a new 
epoch of increasing understanding 
and trust among nations, and the 
way to fruitful collaboration and 
peaceful settlement of all disputes 
which might endanger the security 
of humanity.
